We hope that in the important 
matter of taking care ql the unfor 
tunate pflO? of the county no such 
fqlly will be shown. We know of 
men who in times past esv^yed to 
be Toor House kpepera, and they 
succeeded admirably, for poorer 
houses neyer disgraced any State 
or county. These men obtained 
their position througB jnflience 
with the jtutices, proinising and ac 
tually giving bond that they vyould 
proi^erly care foj; the paupers com 
mitted to their care. How faithful 
ly they discharged their trust 
best known to the poor devils who 
froze and starved ^Ulp in their 
keeping, 

In appointing a keeper for our 
new Almshouse a man should be 
chosen who has a practical knowl 
edge of the business. Wo do not 
mean by this that he must hav 
been a poor house keeper, but he 
should Imoirtow to feed and care 
for those enttnsted to his charge. 
He should bo able to well iliacrimi- 
nate betwee^the sick and the well 
in order that h* be not imposed up- 
on by tlioaen^o attempt to palm 
oft laxliisss for illness. Our justi- 
cM sliould know very nearly what, 
attlie ruling prices of provisions, 
itshould'cost to keep a pauper o 
week, and whiHi^any bid is below 
this amomitU should be regarded 
with buspicion. Allow your keepr 
er a living price for his servides, re^ 
quire of him a sufHcient. bond, and 
above all, make him fulfill its re- 
quirements. 

The house erected by ^he County 
for an Almshouse is a good one. 
the location is fair, and it i» the 
Imperative duty of the Court to see 
that none but a tl.oroughly compe- 
tent man is placed in charge.
